Two years ago 
both crews crossed the line on even terms. 

There was little betting to-day, 5 to 1 
on Cambridge was offered, but 6 to 1 wanted. 
The morning opened warm with a heavy fog 
and west wind and rain’ threatening, but 
about 10 o’clock the weather became brighter, 
though the wind still came from an unfayor- 
uble quarter. 

THE COURSE. ° 

The course over which the race took place is 
from the town of Putney, on the Surrey shore 
of the Thames, up the river, with the tide, to 
‘*Tne Ship’’ at Mortlake; the distance is 4 1-3 
miles. Craven Cottage, on the Middlesex 
shore, is dbout three-quarters of a mile from 
the starting point above the slight bend. Here 
the course is nearly straight to the 
Crab Tree Inn, 1 1-4 miles. At the soap 
works a little further up, the bend to Ham- 
meismith bridge begins. This bridge, one 


and three-fourths miles,is the bezinning of 
the top of the curve of the horseshoe formed 
by the course. Half a mile beyoud at the 
reservoir the curve slopes down to the other 
leg of the horseshoe; twoand a half miles 
up is Chiswick, Eyot Island. It is here that 
the crisis of the race usually begins and is 
prolonged until Barnes’ bridge is 
reached at the bottom of that side 
of the horseshoe. This is 35-8 miles. From 
this point until the finish, about half amile, 
the course is nearly straight, the river run- 
ning between the osier beds on the Middlesex 
shore and Barnes’ terrace on the Surre side. 
A GLANCE AT THE PAST CONTESTS. 

A retrospect of the records of the race 
shows many interesting facts. besides explod- 
some myths, such the oft 

story that. Tom Hughes rowed 
the winning Oxford eight one 
year; another, that on one occasion an Oxon- 
ian having broker his oar jumped overboard, 
swam ashore and left the plucky seven to go 
in and win. The first man that pulled a stroke 
oar inthe Oxford crew, Mr. J. Stamforth, died 
but little more than a year ago. The first uni- 
versity race Was in 182%. The Oxford crew 
were dressed in blue check and the Cambridge 
in white shirts and pink waistbands) 
the boys in blue winning easily. Among this 
crew were some men who afterwards became 
famous. Wordsworth, who pulled No. 4, be- 
came Bishop of St. Andrews, and Garnier, 
No. 6, was afterwards a Dean and Chaplain of 
the House of Commons... Among the Cam- 
bridge crew Selwyn, No. 7, be- 
came the Bishop of Litchtield, 
aud Merivale, No. 4, was created Dean of Ely, 
but still more noted as a historian. Bishop 
Selwyn said that Bishops Sydney, Barker, 
Nixon, Hopkins, and the Bishop of Neweas- 
tle, were all rowing men. Some of the most 
famous university rowing men have gone 
into the church. Outof the first crew that 
Cambridge sent to Henley, three rose to wear 
the mitre. 
In 1829 Oxford appeared in the 
DARK BLUE COSTUME 

that has become historic, white stripes, dark 
struw hats with dark blue mbbons. Cam- 
bridge wore light blue, with white straw hats 
and light blue ribbons. In the crew of the 
vVear 1839, W. W. Smyth, afterwards presi- 
dent of the Royal Geographical Society, and 
Lord Chief Justice Brett rowed with 
the Cambridge men.

A jury was empaneled in the United States 
Cireuit Court this morning for the trial of the 
cause of Franklin B. Curtis against Geo. B. 
Kent. The case has been in the courts for 
some time, but for various reasons had not 
come to a hearing. 

The suit originated in the following way:

Nissen and Ruetz, the Gal- 
lant Firemen who Died 
Doing Their Duty. 


Geerge Farrant Buried in the Roins-—-His 
Body Recovered this Morning. 


Almost an Entire Block Gutted by 
the Flames. 


The Most Terrible Conflagration that 
has Visited St. Louis for Years. 


Full Account of the Losses and Insurance 
—Scare at the Theaters.

At 9:23 yesterday evening one of the greatest 
fires that has ever been known in St. Louis 
broke out. The whole block bounded 
by Fourth and Fifth streets, and Washington 
avenue and St. Charles, has gone up to the 
heavens in smoke, and 

TWO HEROIC FIREMEN 
have given up their lives in the plain line of 
duty. 

Four minutes after the alarm was sounded 
the fire department was on the ground anda 
stream of water playing on the fire, 
but the efforts of the department were almost 
useless; too great a headway had been gather- 
ed by the flames, and how to save the adjoin- 
ing property became a serious question. 

ALONG FIFTH STREET 

a spéctacile presented itself that, once seen, 
can never be forgotten. From the top of 
Dodd, Brown & Co.’s store arches of water, 
lit up by the roaring blaze over. the way, were 
plunging into the Appleton, Noyes & Maude 
building. Sheets of plate glass 
in the magnificent houses of the 
dry goods merchants across the street were 
splitting and crashing in every direction. The 
interest reached its height when the immense 
iron cornices of the Mack building swayed in 
and out, and then came thundering to the 
ground, where a few moments before a crowd- 
ed multitude had been standing. A fright- 
ened shout went up from every throat. for it 
was fora moment believed that the firemen 
had been caught underneath. 

The mob of people blocking up every thor- 
oughfare, and surging from point to point in 
quest of some new horror, seriously inter- 
fered with the labors of the department, and 
by their very inertia were almost unmanagea- 
ble by the police. 

APPLETON, NOYES AND MAUDE, 

the shoe firm which recently made an assign- 
ment, were fortunately not carrying a heavy 
stock.. Their building was said to be at least 
six inches out of plumb, and it was expected 
that the walls would fall with very little per- 
suasion. This, however, did not occur, 
and by midnight the fire here was completely 
out. 

Hamilton & Co. and Mack & Co. are the 
heaviest losers on Fifth street. By two 
o’clock not a light could be seen in any 
of the ruined structures on this front. Nothing 
but dense clouds of blinding smoke and steam 
rising grimly from the ruins into the brilliant 
light of the burning houses on the other 
streets.

A gas explosion on the ground-floor of 
Mack & Company's building, which fired the 
timbers in that house, was believed, at an 
early hour this morning. to have 
the erigin of this fearful 
conflagration.”

At the time the fire was discovered, it was 
bursting out of the windows, and the build- 
ing, without question, was doomed. 


The Brave and Honored Dead. 

Two of the best and bravest of the Fire De- 
partment were lost at last night’s conflagra- 
tion. Nelson, Billy Ruetz, Jerry Shea, of 
No. 3, Tom Rucker, of No. 15, Joe Reed, 
Tilton and Charley Crowley, ef No. 4 truck, 
went through a skylight on the roof of the 
Armory building. ‘They let down a rope and 
pulled up a loose line from the St. Charlies 
street side of the Armory Hall building—that 
is. the ell of the building—right under the 
wall of the building that was on fire. . They 
had pulled up the line and had just got a 
stream on, when down came the top of the 
wall rightonthem without any warning. The 
falling wall caught all of them but Crowley 
and cut the roof that they were standing on 
right in two and carried it down through the 
building. Nelson went down with the roof 
and Ruetz was lying half over the broken edge 


crash. Reed was lying near him also, partly 
covered with rubbish. 
_ CHARLEY CROWLEY, 

one of the men, gives the following aecount: 
‘‘Tealled to Rucker to come and help me 
haul Reed and Ruetz out, for I saw that they 
were hurt. -He caught hold of one man and I 
of the other, but we found that they were 
covered up toomuch with bricks, and so we 
pulled Joe out and then took some of the 
bricks off of Ruetz, and then pulled tim out. 
I had to keep hold of him all the time till we 
got him out, for he was hanging half over the 
edge and might have gone down, too. When 
we got them out we carried them 
back on the roof and let them down through 
the skylight and then carried them down 
stairs. Reed was not so badly hurt, only his 
legs were broken, and he could talk, but 
Ruetz was nearly dead when we took him out.

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he went down with the roof. The falling wall 
struck him square and he didn’t breathe after- 
wards. He hadn’t been playing a minute 
when the wall fell. It didn’t look like it was 
going to fall. Anyway, we didn’t think it 
would fall out, or we’d have got back further. 
We weren’t more than twenty feet from the 
wall cf the burning building when it toppled 
overus. ‘There was no running. because we 
didn’t have time even to drop the hose line.’’ 

In about an hour after the accident oecurred 
two ambulances arrivea. Joe Reed was placed 
in one and taken to the Almond street engine 
house, and Ruetz was placed in the other and 
taken to the home of his parents on the corner 
of Sheridan and Jefferson avenues. Ruetz lay 
for nearly an hour in the drug store on the 
corner of Christy avenue and Fourth street. 
As soon as he was brought there a young man 
was sent after a doctor, but he hadto go to 
half a dozen doctors’ offices before he found 
one. Dr. Garlock was at last found, and 
as soon he reached the drug store 
an examination of Ruetz’s injuries was 
made. ‘The doctor found that his ecol- 
lar bone Was broken, and three ribs and a 
leg, and that he was internally injured.. He 
also had a scalp wound, and in fact was 
bruised more or less all over his body. 

RUETZ 
joined the fire department at the organization 
of the pompier companies, about a year and a 
half age. He was one of the members of the 
first company, before it was merged into the 
two down-town hook and ladder companies. 
He was a single man ana was not more than 
twenty-one or twenty-two years old. He was 
a St. Louis boy, having been raised here. 
NISSEN 

(generally known as Nelson), the other fire- 
man who lost bis life, was a Dane by birth 
and parentage, but his native provinee, Hol- 
stein, isnowa part of the German empire. 
His life had been an eventful one. After a 
varied career in different parts of the globe, 
he embarked for America with his family and 
settled downin St. Louis. He painted and 
slated and shingled and repaired in every way, 
church steeples and spires. He put up light- 
ning rods on points where no other man 
dared to climb. He painted the Court- 
house flag staff, and about a dozen other flag 
poles on high buildings. After the Seuthern 
Ilotel burned down, he ran over the tops of 
the walls of the ruins, and tore away the 
loose bricks. He helped to take down the up- 
per stones entire. These and other exploits 
of a similar character introduced him tothe 
public. When Captain Tittsworth, the fore- 
man of the Skinner Truck, Company, was 
killed on arunto East St. Louis, Nissen ap- 
phed for his position in the company, or rath- 
er for the position that was vacant by the ele- 
vation of Phelim Toole to the head of the 
company. He got the appointment. That 
was last fall. Since then the Fire Department 
has had anumber of exciting fires, and at 
every one of them Nissen distinguished him- 
self. 

Ruetz was taken tothe City Hospital in- 
stead of his home, and died on the way. 

PHELIM TOOLE, 

being absent from his engine house, was not, 
as usual, the foremost in dashing into the 
fire.

A Visit to the Scene this Morning. 


ON WASHINGTON AVENUE. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter made a tour of 
the buildings this morning. The first point 
visited was the Armory Hall. Its walls and 
ceilings were intact from fire, but here and 
there water had damaged the fresco work. 
The flooring of the hall was also intact 
from fire, 80 that the stores 
located on Fourth street, beneath the hall, 
cannot have suffered much from that source. 
The Armory office and ammunition-room 
were, however, gutted by water and fire. 
Two large cases filled with rifles will 
prove a heavy loss. When ithe 
fire broke out a lot of the soldier 
boys were soon on hand and succeeded in sav- 
ing one hundred and ninety-five rifles, but be- 
fore they could open and get out the arms 
packed in the cases above mentioned the fire 
had become so hot that they had to 
abandon the work of salvage. Go- 
ing down stairs end out of the 
Armory building the reporter noticed that the 
ticket office was gutted with water. Next to 
the hall is located Barchi’s restaurant and ice 
cream saloon. The doors were locked, but 
through the smoked window panes the report- 
ér could see that the place was soaked 
and badly damaged by water. No. 410, the 
next building west from Barehi’s, was occu- 
pied by Browning’s restaurant. The oulinarv 
department had been made mince meat of by 
the fire fiend, and where onee the cook had. 
taken. up his quarters» had now totally 
disappeared. The show-cases containiug 
pies, ete., were in a terribly damaged condi- 
tion. The crockery was strewn promiscuously 
around the floor. A glance at the building 
told the reporter that the damage by fire and 
water would prove an almost total loss. | 

No. 412, occupied by P. Peckham, in the 
sale of liquors, will prove an almost total loss. 

No. 416 is occupied by J. A. Bernero & Co. 
ag a liquor and cigar store. The proprietor 
was found standing in front of bis burned out

establishment with a for $4,000 
on the Watertown Fire Insur- 
ance Company in bis hand. That 
amount he wes positive would not cover his 
loss. Altheimer, White & Co. occupy No. 
418 Washington avenue in wholesale trade of 
hats and caps. Their book-keeper was found 
in their private oftice and informed the 
reporter that their loss would 
amount to $ 52,000, and that 
$40,000 of this amount was covered by insur- 
ance in Martin Collins’ ageney. They will 
resume business at once as soon 
as the underwriters assess dam- 
ages and they can get another. building 
to put stock in. Of course they could not oc- 
cupy their present quarters, for the rear of 
the building had disappeared in smoke and 
ashes, and their hat and cap stock had been 
reduced to pulp by the aid of streams of wa- 
ter. 

No. 420 Washington avenue, next door to 
White, Altheimer & Co.’s place, is located J. 
H. Meyer & Co.’s wholesale clothing estab- 
lishment. Here the Salyage Corps boys 
had got in their work well. 
The heavy and valuable stock of clothing, 
etc., Was covered with tarpaulins and was al- 
most intact from water. The rear end of the 
store was badly damaged. Martin Collins, 
the well-known insurance agent, wason hand, 
and remarked that the Salvage Corps boys had 
earned a year’s Salary in covering stock. This 
firm is insured in Martin Collins’ agency for 
$15,060, which will fully eover their loss. 

ON FOURTH STREET 
the damage is not so great as that on either of 
the other three thoroughfares. <A lot of girls 
employed in the millinery and dress goods 
stores came down town as usual this morning 
to work, only to find themselves, for at

They. stood on the east side of Eourth street, 
and, with looks of disappointment, viewed 
the firemen tearing down signs, the Salvage 
Corps men carrying out tarpaulins, the police 
keeping the crowds away, etc. 

At first only the firemen and police took 
charge of the burned up premises, but as the 
proprietors of the many establishments got 


up the north side of Dodd, Brown 
& Co.’s and ascended tothe roof. The other 
members of Pompier No. 3 were ordered to 
ascend to the roof of the part of the Armory 
building occupied by the American Express 
Company, and which abuts up against the 
east wall of the Hamilton store. There 
being no means of access from the outside, the 
men went around to Washington avenue, and 
went up into Armory Hall, with Nissen and 
Ruetz in the lead. They were followed by 
Austin, Shea, Jo.Shimber and Charley Crow- 
ley, the captain of Pompler No. 4, and the 
pipemen of engine No. 15. They took 
a rope with which to draw up ahose. At the 
head ofthe Armory Hall stairs Nissen and 
Ruetz met Geo. Farrant, who immediately 
conducted them toa skylight over the office, 
and showed them how to get on 
the roof. As s00n as the men 
were on the roof they went 
to the South end of the building, where they 
got a hose in position, fastening it to chim- 
neys, and began to pour a stream through the 
windows of the Hamilton building and the 
back of the Mack building. Nissen stood 
nearest the edge ofthe roof, Reutz next 
to him, and then Reed. These three held the 
nozzle of the hose. Farrant did not get onto 
the roof. Atleast there is not oneof the 
men left alive who was up there that can re- 
member seeing him. Charley Crowley is 
certain he was not there. 

When the men had been on the roof about 
five minutes one of them looked across the 
| street and saw the flames shin- 
ing up in the cornice of Serugygs, 
Vandervoort & Barney’s store. They 
tried to signal to the firemen below, but could 
not get their attention: so Austin Shea was 
sentdown to tell of the new danger. Just 
as he was crawling down off the roof through 
the skylight at the north end of the Armory 
Hall, the terrible crash came from the falling 
wall of the Hamilton store. Nissen

HOW FARRANT DIED. 

Where was Farrant? He had shown the 
firemen to the reof, and when last seen was 
walking from the south end of the hall to- 
wards the office. This was about two min- 
utes before the terrible crash. 

Farrant was not seen again till this morning 
revealed his body hanging over the edge of 
the floor of the Armory dressing room, 
When the wall fell, it eut through the. roof on 
the dining-room floor below like a knife. 
Ferrant had evidently been ‘caught in 
the frightful descent and knock- 
ed senseless, He lacked but 
a hair’s breadth of being hurled below into 
the pit with braye Nissen. He fell on 
his faee, his bead turned to the east. 
When found this morning his legs were 
hanging over the edge of the floor, his left 
foot burned off, his right leg drawn up under 
bis body and his arms thrown back over his 
head, as if trying to shield the blow. 

His clothing was nearly all burned off, and 
his body was so distorted that there can be no 
doubt of his having suffered a frightful death.

The wreck of the fire can be best seen from 
Fifth street.

any support, and apparently ready to topple 
over. ‘he buildipg on the corner of Fifth and 
St. Charles, and occupied by Appleton, Noyes 
& Maude, is standing intact, but it is not 
yet known what injuries the walls have sus- 
tained. The opinion was expressed by sev- 
eral gentlemen this morning that it was 
ruined and would have to be torn down. This 
building and the one adjoining it, occupied 
by Mack & Co., and the one at 420 Wash ng 
ton avenue, were all put up in 
1872, the architect and super- 
intendent being John Sexton, a brother 
of the present Chief of the Fire Department, 
and now deceased. They were all built and 
owned Dy the St. Louis Mercantile Block and 
Real Estate Association, ahd originally cost 
$200,000. They .wereinsured for $120,000. 
Mr. S. M, Dodd is the treasurer of the asso- 
ciation. He is now at Hot Springs, but there 
is no doubt that all three of the houses will 
be repaired and rebuilt as soon as possible. 

Appleton, Noyes & Maude’s stock was in 
the hands of the receiver, Mr. BE. A. Hitch- 
cock, and had run down till it was valued at 
only $55,000. It was fullv insured and no 
loss will be sustained.

Farrant’s Fate. 

The most terrible feature of the great fire 
was the death of three men and the almost 
fatal wounding of another. There was a well 
grounded fear last night that George Farrant, 
aagent of the National Guard Association, 
had perished. The sequel this morning only 
proves that it was too true,.The poor fellow 
died at his post, his name 
will be cherished as dearly as. those of brave 
Nissen and Ruetz,the Pompier men, who died 
on the same spot. The body of Billy Reutz was 


saved last mght and those of Farraiit and. 


Nissen found this morning. The cirenm- 
stances attending the fatal accident 
seem to be about as fol- 
lows: There are two Pompler corpse 
companies belonging to the fire department. 
No. 3 is commanded by Phelim Toole and 
No. 4 by Charley Crowley.

Scenes on the Streets To-day. 
DAMAGE DONE TO SURROUNDING STORES. 
The scene around the burnt district this 

morning was an unusually live one. Large 
crowds gathered at an early hour and discussed 
the events of the night in an enthusiastic man- 
ner. The firemen looked black, grimy and 
tired. The Salvage Corps men handled their 
tarpaulins, folded and packed them on their 
wagons as though rot exhausted in the least 
by their hard night’s labor. Chief Sexton 
stood on St. Charles street pointing out to an 
inquisitive throng the spot where Nisen, his 
brave comrade, fell. Now and then the chief 
would order the men to throw streams of 
water here and there for the  pur- 
pose of cooling the mass of red hot 
debris. A corps of detectives were eyeing the 
crowd and on the lookout for any crooked 
work that might be going on. One remarked 
to a reporter that it was strange that no pick- 
pockets were working the crowd, adding that 
if it were in Chicago or New 
York the light-fingered gentry would in such 
a gathering reap a rich harvest. Thanks to 
the vigilance of the St. Louis detective ean 
not a case of robbery has been reported. 
While the crowd in the streets avas large the 
adjoining buildings and stores were 
also “much troubled throughout 
the day with visitors who wanted 
to know how much damage had been done to 
window glass, etc. In this point Crow, Har- 
gadine & Co. and J. H. Wear, Boogher & Co. 
suffer considerably. The large plate glass in 
several of the windows of these _ stores 
way cracked and broken by 
the intense heat of the fire 
from the opposite buildings. The large plates 
in the lower windows of these two establish- 
ments were all more or less degtroyed. The 
loss from broken glass will be large. No one 
could guess, butan expert thought $10,000 
would scarcely cover this part of the damage. 
While much damage Was done to window 
glass by the intense hest, several of the sur- 
rounding buildings will suffer considerable 
loss by water. Among these are Scruggs, 
Vandervoort Barney, whose _ stock 
was damaged by water to the 
extent of $100, while it will 
take $500 to cover the loss-on building. Frank 
Brothers’ huge sign on the corner of Fifth and 
Washington avenue was pretty well destroy- 
ed by flying sparks, and the cornice work of 
their building was also disfigured somewhat 
by the same cause. While a reporter was 
Jjooking through the rear of the Armory 
Hall building with Police Officer 
Palmer, a flame of fire was seen booming out 
of ahole in one of the walls. Chief Sexton 
was informed of the fact, anda well-directed 
stream of water soon put out the blaze. Now 
and then fire would break out in different parts 
of the ruins, and for this reason an engine 
was kept at work all the morning putting 
a damper on the flames wherever they made 
their appearance. The huge walls standing 
on Fifth street looked as though they might 
fall in, With a crash, at any 
minute; but the firemen stood by 
their posts, and the utmost efforts of the 
police could not keep back the crowd or con- 
vince them of their danger. As the crowd 
was large so was the conversation brisk. One 
man who arrived at the scene of the fire last 
night a few seconds after the 
alarm was suunded said that 
the whole of the building occupied by Mack & 
Co. was a seething furnace of flames. At that 
moment only one engine Was upon the ground, 
but the presence of a score of engines would 
notat that time have beenable to stay the fire’s 
progress. 
Fireman Reed’s Condition.

The Dead Firemen. 

The bodies of Capt. Nissen 
Ruetz, the two men killed by the falling of the 
wall, were found at Lynch’s, where Ruetz 
was taken after the inquest at the morgue, 
and are being properly cared for. The Coro- 
ner held an inquest at 12 o’clock. The 
funeral of the men will take place 
at 8 o’clock to-morrow from _ the 
engine house on Seventh and Olive. 
They will be buried at Bellefontaine. Capt. 
Nissen’s body was taken out of the ruins this 
morning. He is terribly bruised but not 
burnt, and bis death must have been instan- 
taneous. Young Ruetz has his left leg bro- 
ken, a hole in the back portion of his head, 
and is Otherwise injured. Soon after being 
hurt he was taken to Coleman’s drugstore, 
where physicians were summoned and every- 
thing possible done for his relief. After his 
‘wounds were dressed he was placed in an 
ambulance and taken to the City Hospital, but 
died on the way there. 

Quite a number of persons called at the 
Seventh and Olive street engine-house this 
morning, toexpress sympathy for the dead, 
and many of them expressed a willingness to 
subscribe toafund for the benefit of their 
families. A subscription paper has beén 
started by Marcus A. Wolff and others, and 
a large sum will doubtless be raised.
